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Response to Amendment 

The examiner is receipt of applicant's Appeal Brief received 8/30/2005. After the 
examiner conducted an appeals conference it was decided that an amendment could be 
proposed to put the application in condition for allowance. The examiner proposed 
amended claims on 1 1/8/2005 and also presented two additional pieces of art to 
respond with remarks. Applicant replied with the amendment and remarks filed 
1 1/28/2005 which satisfactorily over comes the cited prior art, therefore the following 
reasons for allowance are presented.

The drawings filed 8/27/2001 are found to be acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 112-118,120-128,130-133,135 and 136 are allowable. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of the reasons for allowance for all 
independent claims 112. 

The present invention is directed to a method for requesting an automatic 
demonstration of a product feature onto a first digital image based on an analysis of the 
first digital image. 

Independent claim 112 identifies uniquely distinct features as follows. 
Claim 112: 
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analyzing an attribute associated with the first digital image at the web site to 
determine one or more suitable product features that can be integrated with the first 
digital image 

automatically selecting a suitable product features for integration with the first 
digital image. 

Discussion of most relevant art: 

US Patents and PG-PUB 

(i) US Patent 6,017,157 to Garfinkle et al. teaches a system for processing 
digital images from a web site. Garfinkle, however, fails to render the application's 
above-mentioned limitations obvious. 

(ii) US Patent 6,069,637 to Gaglione et al teaches a method and apparatus 
combining a first captured generated digital image and a mask representation of at lest 
a portion of the second prestored digital image to produce a preview image. Gaglione, 
however, fails to render the application's above-mentioned limitations obvious. 

(iii) US PG Pub 20010013896 to Anderson teaches a method digital image 
stamping. Anderson, however, fails to render the application's above-mentioned 
limitations obvious.

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Foreign Patent Documents 

(iv) EP 1 146457 to Mclntyre teaches a method for automatically determining if 
photos are acceptable for printing. Mclntyre, however, fails to render the application's 
above-mentioned limitations obvious. 

Non-Patent Literature 

(vi) Dunham, "eCircle.com and eframes.com make it possible to share, print, and 
frame holiday memories", dated December 8, 1999, teaches electronically previewing 
photos with photo frames. Dunham, however, fails to render the application's above- 
mentioned limitations obvious
